School Progress. 


Must Continue 


In all the debate concerning the fu- 
‘ure of the schools in Georgia, surely one 
fact stands out. Public schools or quasi- 
public schools or public subsidy to pri- 
vate schools, Georgians will continue to 
educate their children and the over-all 
cost will increase. 

The State Board of Education recog- 
nizes that fact. The board knows it can- 
not cease to function and to plan simply 
because the course education will take is 
a moot question. 

For the immediate future, that is, next 
fiscal year, the chances are strong that 
the status quo will be maintained—public 
schools, publicly supported. So the state 
school board properly is planning its 
budget. 

The proposed budget calls for the ex- 
penditure of $108,021,066, six million dol- 
lars more than last year, and the greatest 
amount ever proposed for education in 
this state. The increase is normal, nec- 
essary and not enough. 

The number of school-age children is 
mounting and will continue to mount. The 
cost of educating children has gone up 
along with the cost of living. The aver- 
age per capita expenditure from state and 
local sources for education in Georgia in 
1950-51 was $22. That means for each 
resident the state and the local govern- 
ment spent $22 on schools as compared 
to $47 in Wyoming and $42 in California. 
The national average is $33. 

The 1950-51 table is the latest avail- 
able. The per capita expenditure in Geor- 
gia has risen since then. It is still low. 

Georgians are a proud people. They 
must be satisfied with nothing less than 
the best in the nation. 

The state board has shown in its 
budget study that it is aware of what 
the Georgia Education Association calls 
the “heart” of the school program. That 
is the teacher. The current teacher 
shortage arises from the attraction of 
higher pay in fields outside the classroom 
and the mounting enrollments in class- 
rooms from the first grade to high school. 

The average salary for the classroom 
teacher in Georgia this year was $2,700, 
which places the state eighth from the 
bottom on the national teacher pay list-

Elliott V. Sel!, editor and publisher of 
Business Week magazine, lashed out at 
communism and McCarthyism as twin 
evils at graduation exercises recently at 
St. Lawrence University. 

Pointing out that “our ideas, our be- 
liefs, our very lives are menaced as never 
before,” Mr. Bell declared that “freedom 
is a heritage that each succeeding genera- 
tion must work and fight to retain. It 
must be won each day, like daily bread.” 

Discussing the feeling of frustration 
and exasperation which assails us as the 
result of the Communist menace, he de- 
_ Scribes the “congenial background for the

little group of demagogues and would-be 
demagogues who are exploiting for po- 
litical profit the nation’s proper fear and 
hatred of communism.” 

“Now, I am well aware,” he added, 
“that there are a great many respectable 
people who think that McCarthy is per- 
forming a patriotic service. ... But mod- 
ern history should surely teach us a man 
may fight communism and still not be a 
friend to freedom. After all, Mussolini 
and Hitler both fought communism.” 


Fears within the country have gener- 
ated more assaults upon our basic guar- 
anties than McCarthyism, the editor con- 
tinued. The Bricker amendment and the 
attack upon our leading educational foun- 
dations are put in the same category. 

Rather than stifle the right of dissent, 
Mr. Bell says that our strength depends 
upon it. “In this struggle for survival,” 
he declared, “it must be a part of our 
grand strategy to make our system pat- 
ently and superlatively better than the 
slave state. In that endeavor, we need 
the cross-fertilization of ideas; we need 
the intellectual stimulus of liberal educa- 
tion, free-ranging inquiry and the sword- 
play of challenging viewpoints.”

The bombs theoretically dropped Monday 
were little bombs as such things go today.

Now we have the H-bomb. It is not of much 
use for the layman to try to grasp what an 
H-bomb can do. But it is perhaps an under- 
statement to say that an H-bomb could elimi- 
nate the heart of New York City, including the 
civil defense system. 

What, then, do we conclude? Do we yield 
to fate as we might do if a volcano opened up 
in the middle of Manhattan? 

Of course we don't. 

We continue to develop and perfect our civil 
defense system. We concentrate particularly 
on provision for the evacuation of surviving pop- 
ulations. 

Above all, we renew our efforts to secure jus- 
tice in this ominous modern world by some oth- 
er means than the atomic or hydrogen bomb. 
The awful lesson of man's destructive power 
must have its effect even in Moscow. Wicked- 
ness alone will not bring about an atomic war, 
no matter how deep in depravity the Commu- 
nists may be.

The timing is significant. 
just after the Geneva conference 
comes to an end. It will be re- 
called that the Prime Minister 
told Parliament that Britain was 
disposed to examine the possibil- 
ity of a Southeast Asia security 
alliance after the Geneva confer- 
ence had adjourned. It is natural, 
therefore, to consider now the 
succeeding steps in the evolution 
of a defense by the free world 
against Communist eneroachment 
in Asia. 

Inside Great Britain, despite 
the occasional criticisms of the 
United States that crop up, there 
is a growing awareness of the 
importance of an Anglo-American 
understanding. Perhaps the re- 
cent rift served to emphasize 
dramatically what a blow to Al- 
lied solidarity could be struck by 
the divergent pronouncements of 
the foreign secretaries.

Oppenheimer 
Loves U.S.—Dean 


WASHINGTON, June 15 WP 
Atomic scientist J. Robert Oppen- 
heimer was variously pictured at 
his recent security hearing as a 
“probable Russian agent” and as a 
patriotic American, a transcript of 
the proceedings showed tonight. 

The praise for Oppenheimer 


came from Gordon Dean, former), 


chairman of the Atomic Energy 
Commission. The condemnation 
came from William L. Borden, for- 
mer executive secretary of the 
Senate-House Atomic Committee. 


GAVE VIEWS 

The two men were among many 
who testified pro and con in the 
lengthy hearing conducted by a 
special AEC security board. The 
hoard ruled unanimously that Op- 
penheimer was a loyal American, 
but decided 2-1 that he was a se- 
curity risk not entitled to access 
to atomic data. 

Oppenheimer, a principal build- 
er of the atomic bomb, has denied 
he ever was a Communist, al- 
though he said he did have Red 
association in the past. He has 
expressed complete devotion to 
America, and Dean backed him 
in‘these words: 


“He is a very human man, a' 
sensitive man, a very well edu-' 
cated man, a man of complete in- 
tegrity in my association with him. | 
And a very devoted man to his’ 
country, and certainly to the com-| 
mission. No question of these) 
things in my mind.” | 

Borden read a letter he said he | 
wrote to FBI chief J. Edgar 
Hoover Nov. 7, 1953. The letter 
related a series of chargés against) 
Oppenheimer, most of which had) 
heen brought out—and denied by 
‘Oppenheimer—but which Borden 
said justified the belief that Op- 
penheimer willingly spied for the 
Soviets. 

HIS CHARGE® 
Borden said of Oppenheimer: 
“He had no close friends ex-| 


cept Communists. 
“He had at least one Communist 


mistress. 
“He belonged only to Commu- 
nist organizations, apart from 


professional affiliations. | 

“He was in frequent contact 
with Soviet espionage agents.”’ 

Borden also said his opinion that, 
Oppenheimer ‘“‘more probably than 
not is an agent of the Soviet 
Union’’ was based on what Borden 
called “evidence indicating’ he 
hired a number of Communists for 
the A-bomb project, and supported 
the H-bomb until an A-bomb was 
dropped on Hiroshima ‘‘on which) 
day he personally urged each seni-| 
or individual working in this field’ 
to desist.”’

Borden’s letter was admitted to 
the record over the objections of 
counsel for Oppenheimer, who pro- 
tested against bringing in a wit-| 
ness “to make this kind of an ac- 
cusation not dreamed of in this 
proceeding up to this point.” 
The 992-page volume of the| 
transcript of the security board | 
hearings had been distributed for | 
publication at noon tomorrow. 
However, radio commentator Ful-| 
ton Lewis Jr., broadcast excerpts| 
tonight, saying he was “‘deliber- | 
ately violating’ the restriction as:

Morgan, who was on a stand near 
the engine, turned to signal the en-| 
gineer in the cockpit to cut the en-| 
gine. In so doing he apparently| 
moved too close to the jet intake—' 
the engine has thrust power of 
5,800 pounds—and his head and 
arm were pulled in.
